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Mayor  Kelleher’s  Address 


Mayor  Kelleher’s  address  was  as  follows: 

‘‘Members  of  the  city  council  and  people  of  the  city  of  Newburj^^ort: 

“Today,  as  in  1917  and  1918,  we  Americans  are  at  war.  A war  so  far  reaching  in  its 
scope  that  almost  the  entire  world  is  locked  in  a death  struggle.  As  your  mayor,  of  the 
second  World  War,  I call  upon  you  to  support  our  President,  and  our  government  in  its 
‘all  out  effort’  to  crush  the  Nazi  plague  and  its  Axis  partners  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 

“In  your  daily  contact  with  all  races,  colors  and  creeds,  yom’  attention  will  many 
times  be  called  to  the  workings  of  sinister  and  treacherous  influences  which  hope  to 
undermine  the  morale  of  our  people.  It  is  your  sacred  duty  to  inform  your  mayor  at 
once  of  such  activity,  so  that  he  may  take  steps  to  exterminate  it. 

“Much  time  and  effort  is  being  spent  to  build  up  home  defense.  You  are  reminded 
that  the  interests  of  your  community  and  your  country,  can  best  be  served  if  you  join 
such  defense  units  as  have  been  organized  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  every 
member  of  the  community. 

“Many  of  our  boys  in  the  armed  service  are  doing  their  duty  without  complaint, 
and  a tremendous  sacrifice.  Hence  it  is  only  fitting  and  proper  that  we  should  do  ours, 
by  whole-hearted  support  of  any  endeavor,  whether  national  or  local,  which  will  help 
win  this  war.  So  let  us  give  of  our  time,  of  our  energy,  of  our  money  and  of  our  lives,  if 
necessary,  to  cast  off  the  yoke  of  tyranny,  and  to  bring  back  the  principles  of  equality, 
fraternity  and  freedom  which  are  our  birth-right  as  American  citizens. 

“Being  mindful  of  the  approaching  shadows  of  the  ruthless  dictators  and  with  con- 
stant alertness  to  avoid  a second  ‘Pearl  Harbor’,  let  us  turn  to  our  municipal  problems . 

“During  the  recent  campaign  I promised  you  that  I would  reduce  your  tax  rate.  I 
honestly  believed  that  this  could  be  done  when  I made  that  statement,  but  in  going 
over  the  financial  condition  of  our  city,  with  certain  state  officials  and  in  keeping  with  a 
more  important  promise,  that  I would  constantly  keep  you  informed  of  city  affairs 
and  finances,  I am  sorry  to  state  that  the  financial  condition  of  Newburyport  is  de- 
plorable. 

“Evidently,  past  administrations  were  so  bent  upon  keeping  the  tax  rate  down  that 
they  used  everything  which  had  any  value  as  collateral  to  build  up  our  municipal  in- 
debtedness for  they  were  confronted  with  a need  for  money  with  which  to  function 
properly.  This  indebtedness  was  spread  out  over  a period  of  years  in  the  past  through 
to  the  current  year,  so  that  although  yoiir  tax  rate  did  not  jump  a great  deal  during 
these  years,  the  day  of  reckoning  is  now  at  hand.  Since  I am  in  no  way  responsible  for 
the  financial  condition  of  our  city  at  the  present  time,  I refuse  to  accept  the  respon- 
sibility of  an  increased  tax  rate  for  the  coming  year.  ' 

“To  give  you  a better  understanding,  as  I see  it,  of  the  reason  for  the  poor  financial 
condition  of  our  city,  let  me  illustrate.  Assume  that  you,  a home  owner,  are  making 
$20  a week  in  wages,  with  which  to  run  your  home.  Then  let  the  $20  weekly  wage"  rep- 
resent the  tax  rate  and  let  your  home  represent  the  city.  Now,  if  the  cost  of  living  for 
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you,  due  to  sickness,  accident,  or  education  of  your  children  is  .$40  a week,  or  $20  a 
week  beyond  your  earning  power,  what  can  you  do  to  meet  the  added  expense? 

“Naturally  you  begin  to  mortgage  your  home,  or  your  car,  or  you  might  borrow,  • 
the  money  from  a friend,  and  in  turn  give  him  your  written  promise,  in  a form  of  a note 
that  you  will  repay  him  with  interest.  With  the  money  you  have  raised  in  this  manner, 
you  pay  your  current  expenses  for  the  year.  But,  is  it  not  a fact,  that  only  a fool  would 
state  to  the  world  that  on  a mere  $20  a week,  he  was  able  to  meet  expenses  under  those 
conditions? 

“That,  my  friends,  is  w^hat  happens  when  a mayor  for  his  own  reasons  tries  to  keep 
the  tax  rate  dowm  by  borrowing  on  tax-titles,  on  bond  issues,  and  other  forms  of  se- 
curity. As  time  goes  on,  like  the  home  owmer,  who  has  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  mort- 
gage, the  city  has  to  meet  its  bonded  indebtedness  and  its  financial  obligations.  True, 
the  tax  rate  does  not  jump,  but  wLat  about  the  city  bills?  Do  you  think  that  by  a simple 
stroke  of  the  pen  the  taxpayers,  wLo  pay  those  bills,  can  wipe  off  their  obligations? 
Mere  juggling  of  the  figures  to  keep  a tax  rate  dowm  might  fool  the  taxpayers  for  a 
time,  but  in  the  end  the  truth  will  come  out. 

“With  a view'  of  turning  the  city  back  to  the  taxpayers,  I propose  to  do  no  juggling 
of  the  figures,  but  I will  tell  you  the  truth  of  the  matter  as  each  situation  arises. 

“Because  the  figures  have  been  juggled  in  the  past  your  municipal  government 
finds  itself  in  the  real  estate  business.  As  you  know',  the  principal  source  of  revenpe 
to  the  city  treasury  is  taxes.  If  the  city  goes  into  the  real  estate  business  by  selling  real 
estate  for  taxes,  the  amount  of  taxable  property  is  reduced  and  consequently,  an  ad- 
ditional tax  burden  is  thrown  upon  the  tax-payers.  It  is  the  advice  of  State  Auditor 
Waddell’s  office  that  the  city  unload  taxable  property  to  prospective  buyers,  so  that 
this  real  estate  will  again  bear  fruit  in  the  form  of  taxes,  instead  of  being  collateral  upon 
w'hich  to  borrow'  money  to  keep  the  tax  rate  dow'n  and  thereby  plunge  the  city  into 
debt.  It  is  my  intention  to  clear  up  this  tax  title  mess. 

“To  give  you  a better  understanding  of  what  happens  w^hen  the  city  deals  in  tax 
titles,  let  us  see  how  they  are  handled. 

“Suppose  that  you  ow'n  your  home,  and  for  some  reason  or  other,  you  can  not 
meet  the  taxes,  the  city  following  the  law',  advertises  the  property  and  takes  a tax  title 
to  it.  Armed  w'ith  this  tax  title,  the  city  goes  to  the  state,  signs  a tax  title  note  for  the 
amount  of  money  represented  by  the  tax  title  and  thus  receives  a loan.  The  money 
so  borrowed  is  used  to  pay  city  expenditures.' Of  course  that  much  less  money  is  now 
necessary  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  the  time  being.  But  remember  this,  that  the  debt 
incurred  by  the  city  remains. 

“Now'  comes  the  juggling.  By  a ‘disclaimer’  and  by  the  ‘abatement’  in  part  or  in 
full  of  the  taxes  due  on  the  property,  taken  for  unpaid  taxes,  the  obligation  of  the  origi- 
nal owner  is  partially  or  fully  wdped  out.  But  the  debt  of  the  city  to  the  state  is  not 
wdped  out.  The  one  w'ho  should  have  paid  the  taxes  goes  fuUy  or  partially  free  of  any 
obligation.  The  city  borrow's  money  on  the  tax  titles  from  the  state  and  you,  Mr.  Tax- 
Payer,  may  have  to  pay  the  price  this  year. 

“If  the  situation  happened  only  in  isolated  instances  involving  w'orkingmen  and 
their  families,  I w’ould  not  bother  you  w'ith  these  details,  but  w'hen  this  act  of  magic 
is  used  in  connection  wdth  industrial  property  and  factory  buildings  w^hich,  after  the 
taxes  are  abated  on  them  are  turned  over  to  outside  capital  for  almost  nothing,  in  order 
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to  induce  them  to  come  here,  stay  a while  and  then  leave  our  city  ‘holding  the  bag’  so 
to  speak,  then  it  is  high  time  to  do  something  and  do  it  fast. 

“You  may  rest  assm’ed  that  your  present  mayor  will  do  everything  in  his  power 
to  correct  this  condition.  It  is  my  intention  to  call  upon  the  tax-collector  to  give  me  a 
complete  financial  story  of  the  tax  title  situation  in  Newburyport  for  your  edification. 
A manipulation  of  tax  titles  has  placed  the  city  in  the  ‘red’  to  the  amount  of  $15,067.04 
which  you  taxpayers  will  have  to  eventually  pay.  During  the  year  1938,  the  city  of 
Newburyport  borrowed  .$77,891.50  on  tax  titles.  As  soon  as  the  city  auditor  has  closed 
the  books  for  the  year  1941,  I shall  cause  to  be  published  a balance  sheet  for  the  city 
of  Newburyport  as  of  December  31,  1941,  that  you  may  have  an  opportunity  to  study 
the  figures  of  the  financial  condition  of  our  city. 

“Four  years  ago  there  was  a balance  in  the  City’s  reserve  fund  to  the  tune  of 
.$25,019.63.  The  incoming  mayor  has  a balance  of  .$1,559.66  in  the  reserve.  Four  years 
ago,  the  gross  debt  of  the  city  was  .$848,350.30.  Today,  the  gross  debt  of  the  city  as 
of  December  31,  1941,  is  -$1,041,684.33.  Four  years  ago  your  incoming  mayor  had  tax 
titles  upon  which  to  borrow  money  from  the  state  and  thus  reduce  your  tax  rate.  To- 
day your  incoming  mayor  is  without  that  source  of  revenue.  Furthermore,  your  in- 
coming mayor  has  .$24,000,  approximately,  less  money  to  work  with  in  the  city’s  reserve 
fund. 

“With  the  ever-increasing  national  debt,  due  to  the  national  emergency,  and  with 
our  city  in  a poor  financial  condition,  I find  that  certain  city  employees  are  asking  for 
increases  in  pay,  when  I looked  over  the  estimates  filed  by  the  various  departments  of 
the  "1942  requirements.  With  reference  to  that  request,  let  me  say  that  the  financial 
situation  which  I inherit,  is  the  worst  faced  by  any  man  in  the  long  history  of  our  city. 
Although  I well  realize  that  some  of  our  city  employees  are  underpaid,  I cannot  see 
where  any  increase  in  salary,  whatsoever,  can  be  granted  during  the  year  1942. 


Departments 
GENERAL  STATEMENT 

“This  city  like  any  other  corporate  business,  in  order  to  be  financially  sound,  must 
do  everything  possible  to  keep  down  over-head  expense.  It  is  my  intention  to  see  that 
no  waste  is  committed  in  any  of  our  many  departments.  In  order  to  secure  a general 
picture  of  city-owned  property,  I recently  requested  the  heads  of  the  various  depart- 
ments to  submit  an  inventory  of  all  property  in  their  department,  which  was  owned 
by  the  city  of  Newburyport.  These  inventories  I shall  check  very  carefully  in  an  effort 
to  carry  out  my  aim  of  economy. 

“In  the  interest  of  efficiency  and  harmony  throughout  the  various  departments 
of  the  city,  it  is  my  plan  to  sit  down  with  each  department  head  in  order  to  discuss 
the  problems  which  might  present  themselves  to  the  department  and,  in  that  way,  to 
iron  out  differences  and  difficulties.  I wiU  tolerate  no  political  acti\dty  in  any  depart- 
ment nor  will  I permit  wastefulness  or  laxity  to  exist  to  the  detriment  of  the  tax-payers. 
I will  not  put  a chip  on  my  shoulder  and  go  to  look  for  trouble,  but  I will  insist  that 
city  employees  produce  a day’s  work  for  the  day’s  pay  which  they  receive. 

“So  much  for  the  general  discussion  of  department  heads.  However,  there  are 
certain  departments  which  need  particular  attention. 
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W.  P.  A. 

'‘Government  relief  work  is  primarily  W.  P.  A.  work  in  Newbur3^port.  There  are 
already  indications  that  this  work  may  be  curtailed.  If  it  is  curtailed,  it  will  add  to  our 
unemployment  situation  and  thereby  swell  our  relief  rolls.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
mayor  to  co-operate  one  hundred  percent  with  everj'  federal  agency  in  order  to  secure 
for  the  city  all  federal  relief  work  which  might  be  obtained.  I will  not  miss  one  oppor- 
tunity to  obtain  governmental  relief  grants. 

Welfare  Department 

“The  welfare  of  our  city  is  a heavy  load  upon  the  tax-paj'ers,  and  some  drastic 
changes  should  be  made  in  this  department.  For  the  j^ears  1939  and  1940,  our  citj^  spent 
S231,906.06 — nearly  one  quarter  of  a million  dollars — in  this  de])artment  including 
administration,  and  for  verification  of  the  above  figures  3mu  ma3^  turn  to  pages  23  and 
24  of  the  1939  Annual  City  Report  and  pages  25  and  26  of  the  1940  Reports.  The  above 
figures  do  not  include  the  amounts  spent  b3^  our  city  for  old  age  assistance,  soldiers’ 
relief,  aid  to  dependent  children,  or  for  material  purchased  for  W.  P.  A.  projects.  In- 
dications are  that  after  the  books  are  closed,  the  cit3^  will  have  spent  approximately 
$95,000  during  1941  for  welfare. 

“Let  me  tell  you,  taxpayers,  that  the  city  of  Newbuixqjort  has  outstanding  on  its 
books  municipal  relief  loan  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $26,6,500,  which  have  been  contracted 
since  1936.  Despite  this  situation,  let  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  not  a single  worthy  case 
will  be  neglected,  for,  all  legitimate  welfare  recipients  vdll  be  treated  with  kindness 
and  consideration. 


Highway  Department 

“Some  of  our  streets  are  in  great  need  of  repairs. 

Moseley  Avenue — With  all  the  state  and  county  grants  which  have  been  given 
to  numberless  cities  and  .owns  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  work  to  be 
done  under  Chapter  90  of  the  acts  of  the  legislature,  and  with  Moseley  Avenue  coming 
within  this  category,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  city  of  Newbm’yport  had  turned 
down  an  out-right  gift  of  thousands  of  dollars  from  the  state  and  county  and  has  re- 
fused to  rebuild  this  avenue.  From  the  above  stated  expenses  of  our  welfare  department 
indications  are  that  the  able-bodied  men  were  given  welfare  rather  than  being  put  to 
work  on  Moseley  Avenue. 

“High  Street — Something  should  be  done  on  this  street,  from  Atkinson  Common 
to  State  Street,  or  on  one  of  these  rainy  days,  no  doubt,  there  will  be  a very  serious 
automobile  accident.  The  grade  of  oil  which  w^as  applied  to  this  street  during  the  fall 
of  1936,  causes  a very  slippery  condition  when  this  street  is  wet  and  it  seems  too  bad, 
that  after  spending  a large  sum  of  money  on  this  street  dmang  the  1936  administration 
that  one  of  our  main  streets  remains  in  such  a slippery  and  dangerous  condition  on  wet 
da3^s. 

“The  ‘Barn’. — In  the  past,  it  is  my  belief,  that  much  needless  waste  of  city  time, 
city  gas,  city  tools,  and  equipment  has  existed  at  the  so-called  ‘Barn.’  which  is  under 
the  control  of  the  highway  department.  Hereafter,  one  man  will  have  the  job  of  ration- 
ing gas  for  city  trucks,  checking  mileage  of  cit3"  trucks,  and  the  elimination  of  all  un- 
necessary trips  by  city  trucks.  This  man  will  be  personally  responsible  for  the  shovels 
and  tools  which  leave  the  ‘Barn’  and  all  equipment  which  is  allotted  to  the  workers  by 
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a system  of  ‘checking-in  and  checking-out’  of  all  tools  and  equipment.  In  this  way 
waste  can  be  eliminated  and  economy  practiced. 

“Furthermore,  I will  insist  that  a man  on  the  job  will  give  the  city  and  taxpayers 
a day’s  work  for  a day’s  pay.  The  loafers  and  sluggards  will  be  relieved  of  their  jobs 
the  moment  their  names  are  called  to  my  attention. 

“With  a view  of  keeping  our  streets  cleared  of  snow  in  the  winter  time,  and  in 
order  to  provide  parking  space  in  our  business  areas,  thereby  helping  the  merchants  of 
our  city  I will  recommend  the  purchase  of  a snow-loader.  The  acquisition  of  this  equip- 
ment would  cut  down  the  expense  of  truck-hiring  and  labor  and  would  result  in  a sav- 
ing for  the  taxpayers.  Thus,  in  one  season  alone,  this  loader  would  pay  for  itself. 

Water  Department  ' 

“The  fiasco  at  the  Artichoke  River  basin  will  be  thoroughly  investigated.  Steps 
will  be  taken  to  remove,  once  and  for  all,  this  eye-sore  from  our  country-side.  For  some 
reason  or  other,  at  the  present  time,  we  are  faced  with  a serious  water  shortage.  I in- 
tend to  ferret  out  the  reason  for  the  bogging  down  of  this  project.  Furthermore,  I in- 
tend to  do  something  about  it. 

“This  project  has  cost  the  taxpa3'ers  of  Newbur\q3ort  the  sum  of  S30,007.04,  since 
1938  to  December  29,  1941,  with  December  bills  estimated  at  an  additional  $2,800. 
The  amount  which  is  quoted  does  not  include  the  many  thousands  of  dollars  which  the 
Federal  Government  spent  in  supplying  the  labor  and  some  of  the  materials.  I will 
personally  contact  the  W.  P,  A.  officials  in  Boston  this  week  to  see  if  I can  come  to  some 
amicable  agreement  in  order  that  this  project  may  be  completed  and  our  water  system 
protected. 

“Keeping  faith  wdth  the  electorate  and  the  people  of  Newburyport,  I intend  to 
fulfill  my  promise  made  during  my  campaign,  that  I would  give  the  City  of  Newbury- 
port, and  the  taxq^ayers,  a decent,  honest,  economical  and^dignified  administration.  I 
will  seek  to  make  qualified  appointments,  regardless  of  race,  color  or  creed,  and  in  that 
connection  you  are  informed  that  I have  in  my  possessions,  names  and  qualifications 
of  the  various  applicants  who  are  seeking  jobs  with  the  city.  If  a man  has  the  necessary 
qualifications  you  may  rest  assured  that  he  will  hold  a very  high  place  in  my  considera- 
tion of  him  for  the  job.  Economy  must  be  practiced  by  our  entire  municipal  system 
and  I will  see  that  it  is  practiced  and  enforced.  In  order  to  economize,  I will,  if  necessary, 
consolidate  two  or  more  departments  under  a single  head. 

“It  is  my  intention  to  recommend  the  establishment  of  school  luncheons  of  all 
children  in  all  schools.  This  is  a federal  project  and  you  will  hear  more  of  it  through  the 
newspapers.  The  importance  of  proper  nutrition  for  children  was  sharply  brought  out 
when  a large  percentage  of  selectees  were  turned  down  because  of  physical  defects 
due  to  poor  nutrition.  What  could  be  a more  worthy  w^ar  defense  project  than  the  feed- 
ing of  proper  food  to  our  children  of  the  grades,  thereby  building  up  their  bodies  and 
their  minds,  and  thus  making  the  children  better  citizens  and  more  useful  to  their 
country  in  times  of  stress  such  as  these? 

“From  information  w'hich  I have  gleaned  in  other  cities  and  towns,  I find  that  the 
stamp  plan  for  distribution  of  food  to  needy  people  has  met  with  much  approval  and 
approbation.  The  advantages  of  this  plan  are  that  w'e  will  have  no  further  need  of  the 
commissary.  The  W.  P.  A.  worker  can  buy  stamps  of  certain  color  and  he  wdll  receive 
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approximately  half  as  many  again  of  other  stamps.  For  instance,  if  one  buys  $10  worth 
of  stamps  he  gets  an  additional  $6  worth  of  stamps  of  another  color.  For  his  $10  he  gets 
$16  worth  of  stamps  with  which  to  buy  food.  With  the  stamps  in  his  possession,  he  uses 
them  in  the  place  of  money  and  can  go  from  store  to  store  to  pick  out  what  best  suits 
his  fancy,  in  the  line  of  food. 

“No  longer  will  the  recipient  be  forced  to  take  a slip  to  a particular  store  and  re- 
' ceive  low  quality  food.  The  merchants  on  the  other  hand,  will  no  longer  have  to  wait  a 
month  or  more  for  their  money,  but  in  turn  will  take  the  stamps  and  place  them  on  a 
card,  which  will  be  deposited  with  the  bank.  This  card  will  be  given  the  same  credit 
on  his  deposit  slip  as  actual  cash  is.  This  plan  appears  to  be  one  which  should  be  given 
serious  consideration,  and  after  more  careful  investigation  it  might  be  well  to  adopt  it. 

Conclusion 

“The  success  of  the  administration  during  the  coming  year  depends  in  a large  meas- 
ure upon  the  assistance  and  co-operation  which  I receive  from  you,  members  of  the  city 
council.  I honestly  solicit  your  co-operation.  I have  brought  to  your  attention  the  con- 
dition of  our  city’s  finances  and  we  must  be  aware  of  the  resulting  dire  consequences  to 
our  city  unless  every  unnecessary  cost  is  eliminated  and  sensible  economy  practiced 
The  difficulties  to  which  I have  referred  are  not  insurmountable.  These  problems  can 
be  solved. 

“With  the  co-operation  from  the  council,  the  heads  of  the  various  city  departments, 
and  with  patience  and  understanding  from  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Newbury- 
port,  I feel  sure,  that  although  our  problems  are  many  and  difficult,  if  we  meet  our  ob- 
stacles vdth  unity  of  purpose  and  a desire  to  do  the  right  thing,  the  success  of  the  ad- 
ministration for  1942  and  1943  are  assured.”

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the 
City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1942  and  ending  December 
31,  1942. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up  from  receipts 
and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  as  is- 
sued by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are  used,  “revenue” 
meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and  under  general  taxation,  police 
powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered.  “Non-revenue”  meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as 
permanent  improvements,  bond  issues,  money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  tem- 
porary accounts,  etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  ar- 
ranged in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  auditor’s  report 
including  a report  of  trust  funds  and  a statement  of  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the 
income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any  of  its  inhabitants. 

SCHEDULES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  payments  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year.  This  schedule 
shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has  expended  $19,695.74  more  than  was  received. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  shomng  total  receipts  from  revenue 
$1,065,137.61  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be  $988,330.88,  making  excess  receipts 
of  $76,806.73  for  the  year,  which  amount  with  the  excess  of  non-revenue  payments 
for  the  year  is  indicated  in  the  decrease  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  departments,  less 
transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B,  also  a statement  of  non-revenue 
receipts  and  payments  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  City  Solicitor 


Honorable  John  M.  Kelleher,  Mayor,  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  14  of  the  Re\ised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newbury- 
port  I herewith  submit  my  report. 

1.  June  Daye  vs.  the  City  of  Newbury  port 

An  action  of  tort  in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court,  arising  out  of  an  alleged  defect  in  a 
sidewalk  on  Hale’s  Court  by  reason  of  a defective  coal-hole,  adjacent  to  the  Premier 
Theater.  The  suit  was  for  the  sum  of  $25,000.00.  It  was  tried  for  eight  days  before  a 
Suffolk  Superior  Court  Jury  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Jury  returned  a verdict  for  the 
defendant,  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

2.  Adelard  J.  Gosselin  vs.  City  of  Newburyport 

This  was  an  action  involving  the  validity  of  the  City  Ordinances  as  whether  or 
not  they  were  properly  published  and  more  particularly  the  validity  of  Chapter  19A, 
Section  3 of  said  Ordinances,  wherein  the  City  Council  required  confirmation  of  any  ap- 
pointment for  the  position  of  Police  Captain.  This  case  necessitated  a meeting  of  the 
City  Council  on  March  3,  1942,  confirming  Neil  T.  Kelleher,  the  present  incumbent  to 
said  office  of  Captain.  Further  progress  on  this  matter  was  as  follows: 

1.  On  March  10,  1942,  there  was  a hearing  in  the  Auditorium  of  City  Hall.  This 
hearing  was  continued  after  the  introduction  of  some  of  evidence. 

2.  The  continued  hearing  on  the  same  matter  w^as  held  April  8,  1942.  At  this  time 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  voted  to  notify  Adelard  J.  Gosselin,  that  he  held  the 
position  of  Captain  illegally. 

3.  After  a petition  for  Review  of  this  case  was  filed  by  Adelard  J.  Gosselin  under 
Chapter  31,  of  the  General  Laws,  this  case  was  heard  in  the  District  Court  at  Newbury- 
port on  May  21,  1942,  before  Associate  Justice  Viccaro  who  heard  the  matter  at  the  re- 
quest of  Nathaniel  N.  Jones,  presiding  Justice  of  the  District  Court  of  Newburyport. 
On  July  8,  1942,  Special  Justice  Vicarro  filed  a finding,  affirming  the  action  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council,  that  Adelard  J.  Gosselin  held  the  position  of  Captain  illegally. 

4.  On  July  30,  1942,  Civil  Service  Commissioner  Lupien  notified  the  City  of  New- 
buryport that  Neil  T.  Kelleher  w^as  certified  as  Captain  of  the  Police  Department  of  the 
City  of  Newburyport. 

5.  On  August  27,  1942,  Associate  Justice  Vicarro  w'as  served  with  an  order  to  show 
cause  w’hy  a wHt  of  certiorari  should  not  issue,  reviewing  the  entire  case  on  questions  of 
law. 

6.  In  pursuance  of  said  order  “to  show  cause  etc.”  a hearing  was  held  at  the  Essex 
Superior  Court  at  LawTence  on  September  14,  1942,  at  which  time  the  Respondent, 
through  the  City  Solicitor,  filed  a “Respondent’s  Return  to  the  Petition  for  Writ  of 
Certiorari.” 
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7.  On  September  23,  1942,  a hearing  was  held  before  Chief  Justice  John  P.  Higgins 
on  the  question  of  the  denial  or  allowance  of  the  petition.  The  matter  was  taken  under 
advisement  and  on  November  19,  1942,  Chief  Justice  Higgins  made  the  following  find- 
ing: “Ordered  that  the  petition  for  Writ  of  Certiorari  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  dis- 
missed as  matter  of  Law.” 

8.  On  November  24,  1942,  the  petitioner,  Adelard  J.  Gosselin,  filed  his  “Claim  of 
Exceptions”  and  on  December  14,  1942,  the  petitioner  filed  his  “Bill  of  Exceptions.” 

9.  On  April  17,  1943,  the  petitioner’s  “Bill  of  Exceptions”  were  dismissed. 

10.  On  April  20,  1943,  Judgement  was  entered  for  Leslie  Viccarro  and  against 
Adelard  J.  Gosselin,  thereby  in  effect  upholding  the  position  taken  by  the  City  of  New- 
buryport. 

Without  reporting  in  detail,  reference  is  made  to  the  numerous  and  technical  no- 
tices and  counter-notices  which  had  to  be  filed  or  studied  and  then  sent  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  during  the  process  of  concluding  this  complicated  case.  This  re- 
port further  directs  your  attention  to  the  many  hours  of  painstaking  search  of  the  law 
in  successfully  defending  the  position  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  with  reference 
to  the  City  Ordinance  (Chapter  19A-Section  3). 

3.  Eleanor  R.  Quill  vs.  City  of  Newbury 'port. 

This  is  an  action  of  tort  in  which  Eleanor  R.  Quill  sought  to  recover  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  from  the  City  of  Newburyport  for  doctors’  bill,  hospital  bill,  loss  of  wages 
and  pain  and  suffering,  arising  out  of  personal  injuries  caused  by  a fall  over  an  alleged 
defect  on  State  Street,  near  the  First  National  Store.  Miss  Quill  alleged  that  she  was 
incapacitated  for  a period  of  three  months  and  suffered  a permanent  injur}'-  to  her  knee. 
The  case  was  tried  before  a Jury  at  Newburyport  on  May  7,  1942,  with  Superior  Court 
Judge  Felix  Forte,  presiding.  The  Jury  returned  a verdict  for  Miss  Quill  in  the  sum  of 
$350.00.  Upon  motion  of  your  City  Solicitor,  Judge  Forte  in  accordance  with  the  law, 
set  the  verdict  aside  and  entered  Judgment  for  the  defendant,  the  City  of  Newbur}’port, 
to  be  effective  as  of  May  14,  1942. 

4.  City  of  Newburyport  vs.  Nellie  A.  TFoods  and  The  Prudential 

Ins.  Co.  of  America,  Trustee. 

At  the  request  of  James  F.  Creeden  of  the  Welfare  Dept,  an  action  of  contract 
was  instituted  against  Nellie  A.  Woods  with  the  Prudential  Ins.  Co.  of  Anlerica  as  Trus- 
tee for  the  sum  of  $150.00.  Nellie  A.  Woods  was  a beneficiary  under  an  Insurance  Policy. 
After  service  of  the  writ  the  full  amount  of  the  policy  was  recovered  by  compromise. 

5.  Hannah  Robinson,  Adm’x  of  the  Est.  of  John  E.  Norton  vs. 

City  of  Newburyport. 

This  was  an  action  of  tort  against  the  City  arising  out  of  a fall  on  Merrimac  Street, 
due  to  an  alleged  defect  resulting  in  the  death  of  John  E.  Norton.  L^pon  recommendation 
of  the  City  Solicitor  the  case  was  settled  for  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

6.  Mary  Roney  vs.  City  of  Newburyport 

Her  claim  was  that  she  fell  because  of  an  alleged  defect  on  Dalton  Street.  She  suf- 
fered concussion  of  the  brain,  a discolored  eye,  a swelling  on  the  right  side  of  face,  bruises 
of  right  arm,  bruises  on  right  chest,  lameness  of  abdominal  muscles  with  vomiting  and 
nervous  shock.  Pier  bills  were  as  follows:  Doctor’s  bill  $48.00;  Anna  Jaques  Hospital 
bill  $15.00;  Zabriskies’  rest  home  $15.00;  Housekeeper  from  Oct.  24,  1941,  to  January 
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27,  1942,  $25.00;  Medicines  $15.00.  Total  amount  $118.00.  Upon  recommendation  of 
the  City  Solicitor  the  case  was  settled  for  $350.00. 

7.  Susie  McCurdy  vs.  City  of  Neivburyport 

This  was  an  action  of  tort  in  which  Susie  MacCurdy  sought  to  recover  $3,000.00 
in  the  Essex  Superior  Court  against  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  accident  happened 
on  April  10,  1942,  on  a sidewalk,  near  the  home  of  Mrs.  Stickney  of  Kent  Street.  The 
case  had  a nuisance  value  and  upon  recommendation  of  the  City  Solicitor  was  settled 
for  the  sum  of  $50.00. 

8.  Depositors  Realty  Co.  vs.  City  of  Newburyport 

This  is  an  action  of  contract  entered  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court  in  w^hich  the  plain- 
tiff seeks  to  recover  for  rent  owed  by  the  City  of  NewUuryport.  The  action  is  still  pend- 
ing for  the  reason  that  Malcolm  G.  Ayers,  attorney  for  the  plaintiff,  is  in  the  Armed 
Forces  of  the  United  States  and  hence  the  case  has  gone  off  the  trial  list  for  the  duration 
of  t he  w'ar. 


9.  George  Bowman,  Jr.  p.p.a.  vs.  City  of  Newburyport 

This  case  had  just  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  when  your  present  City  So- 
licitor took  office.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  ruled  in  favor  of  George  Bowman,  Jr. 
against  the  City  of  Newburyport.  This  case  w^as  tried  by  a previous  City  Solicitor.  The 
City  of  Newffiuryport  had  to  pay  the  sum  of  $2,285.58  to  satisfy  an  execution  which 
George  Bowman,  Jr.  received  in  the  case,  from  the  Essex  County  Superior  Court. 

10.  At  the  instigation  of  City  Councillor  James  Croteau  the  City  Solicitor  appeared 
before  a meeting  called  by  Wilbur  N.  O’Brien,  clerk  of  the  Health  Department,  and  pre- 
vailed upon  the  then  owners  of  the  old  Burley-Stevens  property  to  eliminate  the  hazard- 
ous condition  created  by  two  open  wells  approximately  50  to  60  feet  deep  and  an  un- 
fenced reservoir  of  water  approximately  10  feet  deep.  The  owners  complied  with 
the  City’s  requests,  filled  in  the  walls,- fenced  in  the  reservoir  and  went  further  by  tear- 
ing dow'n  the  jagged  brick  remnants  of  the  w'alls,  thus  saving  the  City  expensive  legal 
procedure  to  procure  the  same  results. 

11.  The  City  Solicitor  in  company  wdth  the  Mayor  and  numerous  officials  of  various 
companies  held  long  conferences  wffiich  resulted  in  the  drafting  of  the  following  leases: 

1.  Lease  to  Hodgkins 

2.  Lease  to  Lido  Shoe  Co.  surrendered 

3.  Lease  of  tools  and  equipment  for  the  shop  at  the  Newbur3q3ort  High  School 
at  the  request  of  Frank  Sweeney,  Superintendent  of  Schools 

4.  Lease  to  Martin-Tickelis  Shoe  Co. 

5.  Lease  to  the  Standard  Garment  Factory 

12.  The  City  Solicitor  by  the  order  of  the  City  Council  has  appeared  at  all  their 
regular  meetings  and  special  meetings  and  all  of  the  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Gener- 
al Government,  at  which  time  he  has  been  called  upon  to  render  legal  opinions  and  in- 
terpret the  law.  On  several  occasions  the  City  Solicitor  has  appeared  before  the  School 
Committee  in  like  manner  and  for  the  same  purpose.  Among  the  more  important 
opinions  handed  down  by  the  City  Solicitor  are  the  following: 

1.  Sunday  foot-ball 
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2.  Whether  or  not  one  vote  was  sufficient  to  elect  a candidate  to  the  Office  of 
City  Councillor. 

3.  Method  of  filling  vacancies  for  Ex-Councillor  Arthur  D.  Harrington  and  Ex- 
Councillor  Roy  Kerkian,  without  subjecting  the  City  of  Newburyport  to  the  ex- 
pense of  a special  election. 

In  addition  the  City  Solicitor  has  held  436  conferences  during  his  first  year  in  office, 
with  various  members  of  the  School  Department,  Police  Department,  Water  Depart- 
ment, Health  Department,  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Public  Library  Trustees, 
Highway  Department,  Welfare  Department,  Eire  Department,  Auditor,  Treasurer, 
City  Clerk,  Harbor  Master,  Tree  Warden,  Assessors,  Building  Inspector  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Councillors. 

These  conferences,  which  involved  matters  dealing  with  the  municipality,  required 
careful  and  lengthy  study  of  the  law  and  consumed  on  an  average,  of  from  15  minutes 
to  5 hours. 

The  City  Solicitor  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  details  of  these  conferences 
and  the  accuracy  of  their  number  (436)  can  be  verified  by  perusing  a ledger  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose  in  connection  with  his  duties  of  office.

On  June  11,  1942,  a special  meeting  was  held  at  City  Hall.  This  meeting  was  called 
for  hearing  on  the  application  of  The  Lodge  Cafe,  Inc.,  Constantinos  N.  Antonopoulos, 
Manager,  for  a transfer  of  its  license  to  sell  all  alcoholic  liquors  as  a common  victualler 
from  39-41  Market  Square  to  30-32  Market  Square.  Mr.  Antonopoulos  withdrew  the 
application. 

On  November  5,  1942  a hearing  was  h.eld  at  City  Hall  on  complaint  of  a woman 
against  the  Polish  American  Citizens  Club  for  alleged  assault  upon  her  and  her  fourteen 
year  old  son  by  two  members  of  the  club  on  the  evening  of  September  27,  1942,  at  the 
club.  No  officer  of  the  club  appeared  personally  or  by  counsel.  There  was  evidence  that 
non-members  were  sold  malt  beverages  at  the  club  and  that  young  children  were  per- 
mitted to  frequent  it  while  beverages  were  being  dispensed.  The  Board  deferred  action 
on  it  until  some  later  date. 

On  November  20,  1942  the  Board  voted  to  suspend  the  wines  and  malt  beverages 
club  license  of  the  Polish  American  Citizens  Club,  3 Salem  Street,  from  Saturday,  No- 
vember 21,  1942,  at  12:00  o’clock  noon  to  Saturday,  November  28,  1942,  at  12:00  o’clock 
noon  for  violation  of  the  terms  of  its  license. 

On  December  17,  1942  the  Board  inspected  the  premises  of  the  applicants  for  al- 
coholic beverages  licenses.  Action  on  one  application  for  a license  to  sell  wines  and  malt 
beverages  was  deferred  because  of  the  apparent  physical  condition  of  the  premises 
which  appeared  to  the  members  of  the  Board  to  constitute  a fire  hazard.  It  was  voted 
to  notify  the  Mayor  of  the  action  of  the  Board. 

On  December  17,  1942  it  was  voted  to  deny  the  application  of  Peggy  Antonopoulos, 
d/b/a  Clipper  Ship  Restaurant,  for  a license  to  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages,  7 days,  as  a 
common  victualler,  at  30-32  Market  Square,  after  consideration  of  the  protests  of  abut- 
ting owners  of  real  estate  and  of  the  local  Police  Department. 

On  December  17,  1942  it  was  voted  to  deny  the  application  of  Nicholas  Pahakis 
for  a license  to  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  as  an  Innholder  at  42-43-44  Market  Square.

Fire  Apparatus 

The  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department  is  as  follows: 

1 Maxim  500  gal.  pumper  and  hose  car  purchased  in  1938.  First  class  condition. 

1 American  LaFrance  1000  gal.  pumper  and  hose  car  purchased  in  1928.  First  class 
condition. 

1 Maxim  Ladder  truck  purchased  in  1926.  Machine  itself  is  in  first  class  condition 
but  the  ladders  due  to  too  much  heat  in  the  station  are  in  bad  condition. 

1 Seagrave  750  gal.  pumper  and  hose  car.  Purchased  in  1919.  Very  expensive  piece 
to  maintain  and  operate.  Attention  should  be  given  towards  a new  piece  to  take  its 
place. 
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1 Larabee  hose  truck.  Purchased  in  1922  in  third  class  condition.  This  machine 
has  almost  outlived  its  usefulness  and  it  is  mostly  used  now  for  trucking  wet  hose  and 
snow. 

1 Henney  Packard  ambulance  purchased  in  1938.  First  class  condition. 

1 Portable  fire  pump. 

1 No.  10  cutting  torch. 

Recommendations 

The  purchase  of  a 65  ft.  Junior  Aerial  to  replace  the  Maxim  ladder  truck  purchased 
in  1926  should  be  given  serious  consideration  and  if  conditions  warranted  and  funds 
available  it  would  be  a wise  investment. 

That  a 750  gallon  pumper  and  hose  wagon  be  purchased  to  replace  the  Seagrave. 
This  machine  is  now  22  years  old. 

Hose  7 should  be  discarded  and  replaced  with  a ton  pick  up  truck.  ^ 

Any  truck  that  is  nearly  20  years  old  or  more  must  have  obsolete  design  of  con- 
struction as  compared  to  present  day  design.  This  brings  up  the  question  that  the  engine 
and  parts  must  have  been  designed  about  25  years  ago  as  they  are  designed  two  or  three 
years  back  of  their  last  sale. 

All  of  the  troubles  in  automotive  mechanics  that  existed  25  years  ago,  must  of 
necessity  exist  in  a fire  truck  that  is  nearly  that  now.  This  means  poor  braking,  con- 
stant failure  in  engine  parts,  difficult  steering,  and  right  there,  with  all  of  the  cars  on 
the  road  today  the  fire  truck  has  a lot  of  competition  and  should  steer  and  brake  well, 
above  all  things.  Of  course,  much  has  been  learned  in  the  last  25  years.  ' 

If  the  taxpayer  W'as  to  bring  out  a 25  year  old  passenger  car  and  say  that  this  is 
entirely  satisfactory  and  safe  to  compete  in  a hurry  with  the  rest  of  the  truck,  then  he 
is  in  the  same  position  he  w'ould  be  in  if  he  said  an  old  fire  truck  was  still  satisfactory  to 
drive  on  the  highway.  The  cost  of  maintaining  these  old  jobs  go  a long  way  toward  pay- 
ing interest  and  depreciation  on  a new  one. 

The  performance  of  a new  truck  from  standpoint  of  pumping  is  almost  double 
that  of  the  old  ones,  even  though  they  are  both  rated  the  same. 

An  important  factor  is  that  today  it  is  not  who  wants  to  buy  a fire  truck  but  who 
can  make  delivery  within  six  months  from  date  of  order;  material  is  becoming  a prob- 
lem, labor  is  a difficulty  and  prices  have  advanced. 

Hose 

At  present  w'e  have  7,900  feet  of  23^"  hose  classified  as  follows: 

1,000  feet  purchased  in  1934  in  fair  condition. 

4.000  feet  purchased  in  1936  in  fair  condition. 

2,900  feet  purchased  some  few  years  back. 

800  feet  of  IH"  hose  in  good  condition. 

1.000  feet  of  1"  hose  (Booster)  in  good  condition. 

REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
Central  Station 

That  the  slate  roof  be  removed  and  replaced  with  a heavy  jumbo  fire  resistance 
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shingle.  At  present  the  roof  leaks  badly  and  it  is  a waste  of  money  and  time  to  try  and 
repair  it  as  the  nails  are  all  rusted  away  and  new  leaks  develop  from  walking  around 
on  it. 

Doors 

Over-head  doors  should  be  installed  on  fire  station  replacing  doors  that  swing  into 
apparatus. 

Fire  Alarm  Boxes 

Fire  alarm  boxes  should  be  installed  in  all  of  our  public  buildings. 

Equipment 

All  minor  equipment  too  numerous  to  mention  is  in  first  class  condition. 

Fire  Drills 

All  schools  have  been  inspected  and  fire  drills  demonstrated  and  found  satisfactory. 

Dumps 

I would  like  to  stress  that  the  supervision  of  these  dumps  and  their  fires  would  be  a 
great  benefit  to  our  department  and  neighbors  in  that  locality,  by  having  two  men 
stationed  at  these  dumps  at  the  time  when  these  fires  are  started. 

They  could  supervise  the  burning  of  all  rubbish  and  prevent  fire  from  deep  rooting. 

Also  it  would  eliminate  the  many  complaints  received  because  of  these  smoking 
and  disagreeable  smelling  fires.  It  would  not  be  ruining  costly  hose  and  tires. 

We  have  no  objections  to  the  labor  connected  with  this  fire  extinguishment  but  it 
requires  the  services  of  three  men  for  hours. 

A gasoline  pump  should  be  installed  near  the  river  on  the  dumping  grounds,  using 
river  water  instead  of  our  drinking  water  and  the  furnishing  of  a 2 inch  pipe  line  with 
sufficient  hose,  no  expensive  hose,  as  to  enable  the  employees  of  the  dump  to  cope  with 
the  fires  when  necessary. 

Chemicals 

All  chemicals  in  schools,  factories,  garages,  hospitals  and  private  dwellings  have 
been  recharged  by  men  at  Central  Fire  Station. 

First  Aid 

The  men  are  well  drilled  in  first  aid.  The  schools  and  all  other  departments  should 
be  taught  first  aid. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  sincerely  the  Mayor,  fire  committee  members,  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  various  other  department  heads,  and  to  the  citizens  of  New- 
burjqDort  for  their  assistance  and  co-operations.  The  officers  and  members  of  this  de- 
partment have  my  commendation  and  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  efficient  and  faithful 
manner  in  which  they  have  executed  and  performed  their  duties.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

This  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  will  show  in  detail  the  expenditures  of 
our  department  for  1942,  leaving  a balance  for  salaries,  A.D.C.  and  other  expense  of 
varying  amounts. 

We  feel  that  it  might  be  helpful  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Members  of 
the  Council  in  studying  this  report  if  we  made  a general  statement  of  the  conditions  as 
we  found  them  in  January  1942  and  January  of  1943.  While  this  report  is  for  the  calen- 
dar year  of  1942  only,  we  think  it  would  be  helpful  to  use  January  of  1943  as  a measuring 
stick  only. 

In  January  1942,  the  department  had  on  its  rolls  267  cases  at  an  operating  cost 
of  $6,017.80  a month.  January  1943  we  have  70  cases  at  a cost  of  $2,984.13  or  approx- 
imately $3,000.00  a month  less  operating  expenses  in  1943  over  1942  and  the  trend  is 
still  downward. 

This  reduction  of  course  is  due  to  the  great  demand  for  labor  of  all  kinds  and  while 
for  the  most  part  our  clients  left  the  rolls  willingly  when  employment  was  available, 
yet  it  has  been  necessary  and  still  is  to  urge  and  encom-age  others  not  so  willing  to  seek 
private  employment  of  some  kind  to  enable  them  to  become  self  supporting. 

Our  reduction  in  gross  cost  for  the  year  in  General  Relief  and  Horton  Home  was 
$23,993.21  and  our  reimbursements  for  the  year  in  these  two  categories  was  $14,319.66. 
This  reimbursement  is  credited  to  estimated  receipts  and  does  not  revert  back  to  the 
Department.  Oiu-  department  paid  to  other  cities  and  towns  for  aid  rendered  people 
with  Newburyport  settlements  $4,686.20.  To  Lakeville,  Pondville  and  Tewksbury 
State  Hospitals  $2,565.14.  This  is  a total  of  $7,251.34  paid  out  of  welfare  funds  over 
wRich  we  have  only  indirect  control  and  payment  is  obligated  by  Statute  Law. 

Our  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  case  load  for  January  1942  was  47  at  a cost  of 
$2,509.50  a.  month.  This  number  has  gradually  been  reduced  and  is  now  down  to  31  at 
a cost  of  $1,799.62  a month  showing  a reduction  of  approximately  $700.00  a month  over 
January  of  1942.  The  policy  of  A.D.C.  is  controlled  by  the  Federal  Government  through 
the  Social  Security  Board  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Our  duties  in 
this  type  of  aid  are  pretty  well  defined  and  both  the  State  and  Federal  Governments  are 
insistent  that  their  mandates  be  followed  right  to  the  letter.  Since  the  State  and  Federal 
government  pay  close  to  two  thirds  of  the  cost  of  this  type  of  relief,  it  can  readily  be 
understood  why  they  establish  a budget  that  must  be  used  and  a policy  of  operating. 

W^hile  the  gross  cost  of  A.D.C.  for  the  year  1942  was  $28,877.27,  the  cost  to  New- 
buryport w^as  $10,616.26. 

The  Department  as  a whole  is  operating  at  approximately  $3,000.00  a month  less 
than  in  1942  and  unless  something  unforseen  takes  place,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  cost  of  operating  for  1943  will  be  substantially  less  than  in  1942. 

A list  of  services  provided  by  this  Department  are  General  Relief,  Horton  Home, 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  other  Cities,  hospital  care  at  Pondville,  Lakeville,  In- 
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stitutional  care  at  Tewksbury  State  Hospital,  Commissary  and  Welfare  truck  for  De- 
partment work  and  transporting  W.P.A.  men  to  and  from  work. 

We  wish  in  this  report  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Department  to  the  various 
groups  and  individuals  who  in  any  way  assisted  us  in  our  work.

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library : 

The  statistical  report  which  follows  tells  its  own  story  of  services  given  by  the  li- 
brary during  the  year  1942. 

It  is  of  special  value  this  year  to  note  that  recreational  reading  diminished  and 
technical  reading,  for  workers  in  w'ar  industries  and  civilian  defense  programs,  increased. 
All  of  us  are  now  students  of  current  affairs,  following  the  progress  of  world  events,  and 
thus  the  time  of  the  library  staff  has  been  filled  with  reference  and  specialized  requests 
along  those  definite  lines.  Study  groups  from  several  clubs  in  town,  pupils  from  High 
School  and  the  various  grammar  schools,  students  taking  courses  in  Boston  for  their 
educational  advancement,  all  have  used  the  facilities  of  the  library  to  much  greater 
extent  than  in  past  years.  For  these  requests  w’e  have  borrowed  approximately  one 
hundred  and  fifty  books  from  other  libraries.  Seventy-five  books,  pamphlets  and  new’^s- 
papers,  of  such  value  that  they  are  kept  in  our  locked  vault  and  not  allowed  out  of  the 
library  building,  were  consulted  by  research  workers  dui'ing  the  year.  Also  included  in 
the  statistical  summary  of  books  circulated,  over  and  above  the  seventeen  book  deposits 
in  four  schools,  are  volumes  loaned  to  the  Home  for  Aged  Men,  Home  for  Aged  Women 
and,  starting  in  October,  the  Report  Center.

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Many  interested  friends  have  loaned  their  hobbies,  which  were  exhibited  in  our 
closed  glass  case  in  the  Circulation  Room.  These,  as  well  as  the  twenty-five  posters 
decorating  the  main  bulletin  board  at  different  times  during  the  year,  were  planned 
and  arranged  by  Miss  Carter  and  Miss  Castle.  To  the  H.  W.  Pray  Co.  we  are  grateful 
for  space  in  their  windows  for  two  exhibits:  one  for  the  1942  Victory  Book  Campaign 
and  one  of  War  Posters,  both  attractively  set  up  by  Mrs.  Mildred  George. 

The  Librarian,  Irving  S.  Cole,  was  director  of  the  1942  Victory  Book  Campaign 
for  Newburj'port  and  the  vicinity.  The  Newburyport  Public  Library  was  made  deposi- 
tory for  the  surrounding  towns. 

In  late  March  the  W.P.A.  painted  the  interior  of  the  library  building.  The  effect 
of  more  light  and  illusion  of  more  space,  created  by  the  cream  colored  walls,  was  an  im- 
provement noted  and  favorably  commented  on  by  many  library  patrons.  Great  ap- 
preciation and  praise  is  due  the  members  of  the  library  staff  for  the  efficient  way  they 
handled  the  moving  of  some  seventy  thousand  books,  at  the  same  time  carrying  on  the 
regular  routine  of  the  library. 

At  the  Emma  L.  Andrews  Branch  Library  in  the  South  End  the  floors  were  scraped 
and  refinished  and  the  building  painted  inside  and  out  by  the  W.P.A. 

The  Main  Library  was  designated  an  air  raid  shelter  and  instructions  for  pro- 
cedure during  a practice  blackout  or  actual  air  raid  were  given  to  the  staff  and  janitor. 

In  June  the  librarian,  Irving  S.  Cole,  presented  his  resignation,  to  become  effective 
October  first.  This  the  Board  of  Directors  accepted  with  regret,  wishing  Mr.  Cole  suc- 
cess in  his  new  position  in  Malden. 

By  government  order  the  W.P.A.  Library  Project  terminated  in  July.  Under  pro- 
fessional supervision  these  workers  had  mended  and  repaired  many  books,  and  given 
help  in  various  departments  of  the  hbrary. 

At  a special  meeting  in  August  the  Board  of  Directors  unanimously  elected  Mrs. 
Ruth  Balch  Kimball,  formerly  librarian  of  the  Walpole  Public  Library  and  more 
recently  librarian  of  the  Lovell  General  Hospital  at  Fort  Devens,  as  new  librarian.  Mrs. 
Kimball  assumed  her  duties  October  first. 

In  October  the  resignation  of  Helen  I.  Macintosh  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  to  take  effect  October  fifteenth.  The  consequent  vacancy  was  filled  by  the 
election  of  Mrs.  Beulah  E.  Moody,  who  became  a member  of  the  library  staff  on  Oc- 
tober sixteenth. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Olive  Fogg,  Children’s  Librarian,  Book  Week  was  ob- 
served from  November  fifteenth  to  twenty-first.  November  seventeenth  Miss  Mulliken 
was  in  the  Children’s  Room  and  autographed  some  of  her  own  drawings  for  many  in- 
terested youngsters.  On  Thursday  afternoon  a party  was  held  for  Miss  Ethel  Parton, 
beloved  Newbur3q)ort  author  of  children’s  books.  She  was  presented  with  a birthday 
cake,  gift  of  many  Newburyport  children  who  enjoy  her  books.  Miss  Alice  Jordan, 
former  Children’s  Librarian  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  was  speaker  on  this  occasion. 

Black-out  regulations  were  made  more  strict  in  December,  so  curtains  and  cover- 
ings for  windows  were  necessary  throughout  the  building.  Invaluable  service  was  given 
in  this  connection  by  the  janitor,  Mr.  Kelleher,  who  in  order  to  save  expense,  cut  and 
fitted  the  material  for  all  second  floor  annex  alcove  windows,  as  well  as  installing  black- 
out shades  in  the  Children’s  Room  and  setting  up  the  shutters  formerly  used  in  the  Read- 
ing Room. 
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In  order  to  conserve  fuel  at  the  Belleville  Branch  Library  the  schedule  was  changed 
from  Tuesday  to  Monday,  as  the  Parish  House  is  regularly  heated  for  other  business  every 
Monday.  For  this  same  reason  the  Main  Library  and  the  Emma  L.  iVndrews  were  closed 
on  the  Saturday  following  Christmas  day. 

On  Thursday,  May  seventh,  Rev.  Vivian  T.  Pomeroy  spoke  in  the  Reading  Room 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  His  subject  w'as  ‘'The  Right  Number” 
and  his  talk  was  well  received  by  an  appreciative  audience.  The  end  of  1942  finds  the 
funds  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  still  allocated  for  the  purchase  of  a microfilm  pro- 
jector. Government  priorities  make  the  actual  purchase  impossible  for  the  duration. 

Hopes  for  the  coming  year  include  stiU  more  improvements  in  the  building.  Though 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  buy  linoleum  for  the  upstairs  sections  for  the  duration,  plans 
are  being  made  for  the  preservation  of  the  present  flooring  with  the  application  of  a 
suitable  dressing.  This  will  also  make  the  Circulation  and  Reference  Rooms  more  at- 
tractive to  the  eye.  Additional  lights  are  necessary  in  the  basement,  to  make  eflicient 
the  use  of  the  shelves  placed  there  by  the  W.P.A.  Also  there  is  still  seepage  around  some 
windows  along  the  south-west  side  of  the  basement  to  which  attention  should  be  given. 

The  Library  staff  and  janitor  have  given  constant  and  unselfish  co-operation,  mak- 
ing it  a real  pleasure  to  wmrk  with  such  a loyal  group. 

The  whole-hearted  support  of  the  Board  of  Directors  is  truly  appreciated,  their 
understanding  and  vision  furnishing  real  stimulus  to  a broader  library  service. 

The  library  has  received  many  gift^  during  1942.  Our  thanks  go  to  all  those  whose 
names  are  listed  at  the  conclusion  of  this  report.
